In Speech at Red Cross Meeting 
He Cites Tornado as Worst 
Catastrophe of 1925.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Prais- 
ing the American Red Cross for 
its expanding peace-time activities, 
President Coolidke.in an address 
today at the annual meeting of the 
organization declared that “one of 
the most striking things in the de- 
velopment of our country has been 
the steady increase in benevolence, 
the disposition to do good—that is 
to say, good will.” 

“This growing spirit,” he con- 
tinued, “has led to  »beneficence 
which, as the word Indicates, Is 
active goodness and kindness; has 
led to increased charity which re- 
Heves individual suffering. and to 
philanthropy, which deals with hu- 
manity in the mass rather than in- 
dividually and prevents rather than 
allays calamity. 

“The American Red Oxees prob- 
ably was the first organization of 
such magnitude to alleviate suf- 
fering and hardahip and distress 
caused by unforeseen catastrophies 
wrought by the elements. It is not 
too much to hope that its example 
will be most potent In arousing 
the spirit of benevolence in the 
hearts of our people and in the 
development of organized benef!l- 
cence, charity and philanthropy as 
we see them working today.” 

While catastrophies have been 
fewer this year than in 1924, Mr. 
Coolidge pointed out that the tor- 
nado in the Middle West last 
spring caused the death of more 
people than the entire toll of casu- 
alties coming under the scope of 
the Red Cross work last year.

Secretary of Commerce Hoover, 
the second most powerful man in 
the administration at present, did 
the same thing recently in his an- 
nual report, when he named pro- 
hibition as one of the factors con- 
tributing td the excellent economile 
state of the country. 

' The President commends the 
prohibition law unequivocally as

has yet employed on this subject.

ment has yet attempted.

sis of its falsified statements, it 
Was nmiade to appear rugged and 
sirong—at least strong enough that 
banks without hesitation loaned it | 
large sums yearly’.

Carleton’s kiting methods, which 
failed to save Ferguson-McKin- 
ney, did tide Carleton Dry Goods 
over shoals and kept it alive to 
the extent that it has been able 
to pay 60 cents on the dollar to 
its stockholders in the liquidation 
which began last June with the 
sale of the company’s stock of 
merchandse to Ely & Walker Dry 
Cioods Co. 

It was Carleton Dry Goods that 
first got into hot water, the audi- 
tors have disclosed. In 1921 the 
Wholesale dry goods business un- 
derwent a period of price deflation 
which Staggered Carleton Dry 
Goods. In that year is the first 
record of Murray Carleton’s kiting. 
Immediately preceding May 31, on 
which the company each year ren- 
dered a financial statement to 
banks and established its credit for 
the year ahead, Carleton caused 
Yerguson - McKinney to send 
1. 000,885.01 across the street to 

‘‘arleton Dry Goods to dress its fi- 
nancial window. 

Use of the Money Not Known. 

Auditors for the receiver of Fer- 
guson-Mchinney, having no access 
to Carleton Dry Goods books, can- 
not say by what method Carleton 
dressed the window. However, the 
money could have been injected in- 
to the financial statement in sev- 
eral ways. It might have appeared 
as cash on hand in Carleton Dry 
Goods. It might have been used to 
pay notes or other ‘obligations. 
Iiowever accomplished, the trans- 
fusion gave Carleton Dry Goods the) 
temporary vigor to pass muster be- 
fore the bank leaders. When the 
statement had been made and the 
line of credit established, Carleton 
Dry Goods returned the money 
across the street to Ferguson-Mc- 
Kinney. 


In 1922, Ferguson - McKinney 
needed its own financial window 
dressed. It took $350,000 to make 
the job pleasing to the eyes of the 
bankers, and Carleton Dry Goods 
sent over that sum, the last instal!- 
ment arriving on Feb. 1. The audit 
date of Ferguson-McKinney is Feb. 
28, and immediately that the date 
had safely come and gone, Fergu- 
son-McKinney sent back the $350,- 
000 to Carleton Dry Goods. 

Kiting Just Before Audits, 

Cariéton Dry Goods was not 
without need, itself, so before the 
coming of auditors on May 31, Fer- 
guson-McKinney, with money bor- 
rowed: from banks, sent over $985.- 
000 to again give the Carleton show 
window sprightly, orderly appear- 
ance before the eyes of the bank- 
ers.

Falsification of Ferguson-McKinney 
Books Put at $2,007,674. 

The extent to which the books of 
the Ferguson-McKinney Manufac- 
turing Co. were falsified last Febru- 
ary for the purpose of obtaining 
$3,300,000 of loans from banks is 
fixed at $2,007,674.30 in an audi- 
tors’ report bearing upon frauds in 
the company, which was filed in 
Federal Court today by Receiver | 
Eugene H, Angert. 

The items making up the falsifi- 
cation are shown to have been as 
follows: 

Money received from Carleton 
Dry Goods Co., but not recorded 
by Ferguson-McKinney as a lia- 
bility, $1,250,000, 

False merchandise’ § invoices 
showing goods to have been de- 
livered to Carleton Dry Goods 
Co., but never delivered, carried 
among accounts receivable, 
$565,625. 

Padding of merchandise inven- 
tory, $599,824.30. 

The sum of these defalcations is 
$2.416,449.30, but the auditors 
eredited certain items which have 
been listed among the company’s 
assets, but which were not listed. 

How I O U's Were Hidden. 

Among these were $188,570.07 of 
I. O U’s due from the company’s 
president, Forrest Ferguson. The 
auditors discovered that these I O 
U's were hidden in the following 
fashion:

So do other eminent teachers and students: 
of law. Many bills to amend the criminal | 
codes are lost or forgotten in legislative 
committees. Some are voted upon and re | 
jected with the aid of the votes of lawyer 
legisiators. The public ts not indifferent te 
the grave crime problem of the country, but 
it cannot lead the movement for reorganis& © 
tion of the courts and the modernization 
of legal procedure. However, it would give 
hearty support to progressive members of 
the bar if it were appealed to in behalf 
of definite proposals designed to make jus- 
tice certain.
